1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on May 25, 
201 1 has been entered. Claim 10 was amended.

IN THE CLAIMS: 
1 -9. (Canceled) 
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10. (Previously presented) A fuel cell comprising an anode and a cathode wherein the 
anode and cathode are comprised of an electrocatalyst which consists essentially of a 
hydrogen tungsten bronze-based electrocatalyst, and wherein neither the anode nor the 
cathode comprises a platinum group metal. 

1 1 . (Currently amended) The fuel cell of claim 10 wherein the hydrogen tungsten 
bronze -based electrocatalyst is H0.53WO3 dispersed on a carbon black support. 

12. (Original) The fuel cell of claim 1 1 wherein the electrocatalyst contains about 20% 
tungsten by weight. 

1 3. (Original) The fuel cell of claim 1 1 wherein the anode and cathode are separated by 
a polymer membrane. 

14. (Original) The fuel cell of claim 13 wherein the polymer membrane is a 
perfluorosulfonic acid polymer. 

1 5. (Original) The fuel cell of claim 14 wherein the fuel cell uses hydrogen as a fuel and 
air as an oxidant. 

16. (Original) The fuel cell of claim 10 wherein the fuel cell is a PEM-type fuel cell. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

4. The claim rejection under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as unpatentable over Marucchi-Soos 
et al. in view of Christian et al. on claims 10 and 12-16 is withdrawn, because 
independent claim 10 has been amended. 

5. The claim rejection under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as unpatentable over Marucchi-Soos 
et al. in view of Christian et al. as applied to claim 10 and further in view of Tseung et al. 
on claim 1 1 is withdrawn, because independent claim 10 has been amended. 



Reasons for Allowance 

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1 0-1 6 
are allowed. Independent claim 10 recites a fuel cell comprising an anode and a 
cathode comprised of an electrocatalyst which consists essentially of a hydrogen 
tungsten bronze based electrocatalyst wherein neither the anode or cathode comprises 
a platinum group metal. The closest prior art of record Marucchi-Soos and Christian et 
al. do not recite an anode and a cathode that is comprised of a hydrogen tungsten 
bronze based electrocatalyst wherein neither comprises a platinum group metal.
